AS BRITISH OBSERVER AT MERCENARIES' TRIAL. 

2. THIS OFFICER, WHO SAID HE HAD FINISHED UP IN ANGOLA 
ABOUT TWO MONTHS AGO AND WHO HAD PREVIOUSLY SERVED 
IN MOZAMBIQUE, OFFERED THE FOLLOWING COMMENTS: 

A. SOVIETS HAVE DUG THEMSELVES DEEPLY INTO THE 
SECURITY ADMINISTRATION IN ANGOLA AND HAVE ABOUT 200 
PERSONNEL WORKING IN THE POLICE AND INTERIOR APPARATUS. 
BRITISH OFFICER SAID THAT THIS WAS AN "EFFICIENT 

GROUP THAT COULD BE WRAPPED UP QUICKLY" IN CASE OF 
TROUBLE. 

B. CUBAN MILT ARY ARE STILL HEAVILY ENGAGED
